WASHINGTON (AP) - The Ford 
adm inistration 
said 
today 
that 
unemployment and the recession will 
be worse this year than it estimated 
earlier, but should be followed by a 
stronger economic recovery next year. 
In its mid-year budget and economic 
review, the administration predicted 
unemployment will average 8.7 per 
cent, or about 7.8 million workers, for 
the year. The administration predicted 
as recently as February that unem­ 
ployment would average 8.1 per cent 
this year. 
The forecast, if true, means that the 
jobless rate probably will rise above 9 
per cent later this year. The April rate 
of unemployment was 8.9 per cent. 
The report, which will be sent to 
Congress, also predicted that: 
—The nation’s economy will decline 
by 3.6 per cent this year, compared 
with the administration’s original pre­ 
diction of a 3.3 per cent decline. 
—The economy will rebound with a 
strong 6.3 per cent growth next year, 
better than the 4.8 per cent growth 
forecast earlier. 
—The rate of inflation, as reflected 
by consumer prices, will increase 9.1 
per cent this year over 1974, compared 
with a February projection for a 10.8 
per cent increase. 
The administration stuck by its 
projected fiscal year 1976 budget 
deficit of nearly $60 billion, which is 
below the $68 billion deficit target set 
by Congress. The deficit in fiscal 1975 
will be $42.6 billion, the report said.

However, administration officials, 
including some who appeared to 
disagree with the figures, said they 
weren’t projections at all, but 
assumptions based on the current 
trend of the economy. They said the 
Ford administration would try to 
achieve a better employment result. 
Democratic leaders such as Sens. 
William Proxmire of Wisconsin and 
Hubert H. Humphrey of Minnesota 
have indicated they fail to find much of 
a distinction between assumptions and 
projections and have called on the 
administration to develop policies for a 
much improved jobless outlook. 
Meanwhile, a government index 
designed to anticipate the economy’s 
future increased 4.2 per cent in April, 
the biggest monthly increase in the 
history of the index.

Abraham D. Beame, with scathing 
denunciations

lawmakers and Wall Street bankers, 
has announced an $11.89 billion “shock 
therapy” budget that he says will cut 
51.000 employes from the city payroll 
by June 30. 
In addition to the 13,782 dismissals 
Beame already had ordered, the new 
1975-76 “crisislevel” budget called for 
layoffs of another 37,315 city employes. 
One of every three policemen and 
sanitation workers and one of every 
five firemen will be fired. Workers in 
education, health, transportation, 
housing, parks and municipal govern­ 
ment are also marked for dismissal. 
Beame said the budget would mean: 
—Curtailment or elimination of 
school programs; 
increased class 
sizes; reduction or elimination of 
special classes, school lunches and 
other activities, and elimination of 
11.000 education jobs. 
—A cut of more than 20,000 students 
in the City University’s September 
freshmen class. 
—Firing of 4,200 police; 700 police 
civilian employes, and elimination of 


the entire 2,300-member school 
crossing guard unit. 
—Firing of 2,300 fire fighters and 
elimination of scores of engine and 
ladder companies. 
—Firing of 2,882 sanitation workers; 
garbage 
collection 
reductions 
throughout the city, and a 50 per cent 
cut in snow removal services. 
—Closing of numerous branch 
libraries or shortened hours; and 
shorter visiting hours at zoos and 
museums. 
Accompanied by Gov. Hugh L. 
Carey, Beame had journeyed in vain to 
Washington to ask Treasury Secretary 
William E. Simon and President for 
financial help. Their turndowns drew 
scorn from the mayor. 
Hours before the mayor’s delivery of 
the budget message, the city received 
from Albany a $200 million advance on 
welfare payments due from the state 
in the first quarter of 1976. This per­ 
mitted the city to meet bond and 
payroll obligations due today. But 
Beame was irked by what he thought 
was an unsympathetic reception by 
state legislators at Albany. 
“ These are not threats,” the 


Democratic mayor said Thursday 
evening when he presented the 
country’s second largest budget to a 
jam-packed, televised session of the 
43-member City Council, the Board of 
Estimate, the heads of ail city de­ 
partments and 
leaders of the 
municipal labor unions. 


“Without recourse to additional aid, 
we must move from programmed 
recovery to shock therapy,” he said. 
In an emotional 20-minute speech, 
Beame lashed out at the financial 
community, accusing it of lack of 
responsiveness to the city’s monetary 
needs “despite unprecedented actions 
taken by my administration to move 
the city to a sounder financial 
position.” 


A spokesman for the financial* 
community, Ellmore C. Patterson of 
Guaranty Trust, said: “We feel con­ 
fident a congressional inquiry into 
New York’s financial problems ... 
would show that the financial in­ 
stitutions of the city have been working 
hard to help achieve a constructive 
solution to the problems.” 
Refugee Sponsorship Declines 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Offers from 
prospective sponsors of Vietnamese 
and Cambodian refugees have dropped 
sharply, and some officials believe it 
may be a yerr or more before reset­ 
tlement of the refugees is complete. 
Resettlement 
officials 
say 
a 
reported delay caused by security 
checks of the refugees is slowing the 
pace of relocation while the decline in 
the number of sponsors poses more 
delays in the future. 
These officials say the delay is likely 
to keep thousands of refugees on Guam 
through the summer typhoon season 
and could force the opening of more 
refugee camps on the U.S. mainland. 
“The way things are going now, 
we’re still going to have people in the 
camps more than a year from now,” 
Leon O. Marion, director of an um­ 
brella organization of private refugee 
agencies, said Thursday. 
Marion and State Department of­ 
ficials agree the most recent logjam 
has been a congressional requirement 
for extensive security checks of 


refugees before they move on to new 
lives in U.S. communities. 
So far, 22,382 refugees have been 
resettled. Most of them had relatives 
in this country or had established 
contacts with willing American 
sponsors before leaving home. Of the 
remaining 107,941 refugees, there are 
24,205 at Fort Chaffee, Ark., 16,879 at 
Camp Pendleton, Calif., 4,668 at Eglin 
Air Force Base in Florida, 520 at Fort 
Indiantown Gap, Pa., and another 
61,669 on bases in the Pacific Ocean, 
mostly living under tents on Guam. 
Refugees are not permitted to leave 
the four mainland camps until an 
American citizen, acting as a sponsor, 
provides assurances that the refugee 
will have a place to live and some 
assurance of a job. 


Norman Sweet, the senior U.S. 
civilian in charge of the refugee 
program on Guam, said Thursday the 
length of time the island was to remain 
as a refugee center has now stretched 
to August, compared to the original

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Atty. 
Gen. William J. Brown has endorsed a 
bill calling for the repeal of Ohio’s 
“fair trade law,” saying it costs 
Ohioans more than $50 million each 
year with no tangible benefits. 
Brown’s chief assistant for antitrust 
actions said the law, originally passed 
in 1936 to protect small businesses 
from large retailers, has failed its job. 
U2 Plane 
Crashes 


WINTERBERG, West Germany 
(AP) 
— U.S. 
officials 
say

American U2 reconnaissance plane 
that crashed Thursday in West Ger­ 
many was not on a spy mission. 
The U.S. European Command said 
the high-altitude Air Force plane was 
testing navigational equipment over 
West Germany and was neither out­ 
fitted for photo reconnaissance nor 
armed when it made an “emergency 
landing” in a forest clearing near 
Winter berg, 60 miles west of the East 
German border. 
The pilot, Capt. Robert R. Pen- 
dleman, 30, of Tucson, Ariz., ejected 
and was taken to the Air Force hospital 
in Wiesbaden, a Command spokesman 
said.

German authorities said no one on 
the ground was hurt.

Auto Crash Kills 
Olympic Hopeful 


EUGENE, Ore. (AP) — Steve 
Prefontaine, America’s best distance 
running hope for the 1976'Olympics and 
one of this country’s most con­ 
troversial amateur athletes, died early 
today in a one-car automobile accident 
here. He was 24. 
Prefontaine, 
holder 
of every 
American distance record above 2,000 
meters, was pinned under his car when 
it hit a rock wall at about 12:30 a.m. 
PDT, Eugene police said. 
A few hours earlier he had run the 
second fastest 5,000 meters in 
American history at the National 
Collegiate 
Athletic 
Association 
preparation meet in Eugene. 


“In fact, the only visible effect of the 
fair trade laws has been an overall 
increase in the costs to the citizens of 
those states that have fair trade laws 
— such as Ohio,” Asst. Atty. Gen. 
Edward A. Matto told the House 
Judiciary Committee on Thursday. 
The law allows manufacturers to set 
a minimum price at which its goods 
can be sold, then enforce that price in 
the courts. Witnesses said the result is 
that Ohioans pay from $50 million to 
$75 million more each year than they 
would if the goods were sold in free 
competition. 
“Ohio doesn’t need any artificial 
price maintenance system,” Matto 
said. “There is sufficient input from 
other sources without having a statu­ 
torily blessed artificial price main­ 
tenance system. 
“What the fair trade law does in 
effect is to put a halo over what would 
otherwise be illegal price-fixing by 
manufacturers,” he said. 
Witnesses told the committee 
manufacturers set prices 18 to 27 per 
cent higher than prices in states 
without the law. 
They said Ohio’s fair trade law is 
particularly harsh because it binds 
retailers who don’t want to participate. 
If a manufacturer signs a fair trade 
agreement with one retailer, then all 
others in the state are forced to charge 
the fair trade price. 
The bill’s sponsor, Rep. Mike 
Stinziano, D-30 Columbus, said the fair 
trade laws “are unique in one respect: 
they discriminate against everybody. 
“Fair trade laws were a good idea 
for the 1930s,” Stinziano said. 
“However, these are the 1970s, when 
double-digit inflation is threatening to 
price us all out of the marketplace.” 
Stinziano said for example that a 
Sony color television set costing $450 in 
Indiana and Kentucky costs $510 in 
Ohio. He said a Corning electric per­ 
colator costing $33 in Ohio sells for only 
$25 in neighboring states without the 
laws. 
The Columbus legislator said some 
small business associations have 
endorsed repeal of the fair trade laws, 
saying they aren’t necessary to save 
the small businessman. 
Stinziano said even if some small 
businessmen argue otherwise, “ I 
would argue that the main concern of 
this legislature ought to be the con­ 
sumers of Ohio. I cannot justify in my 
mind that we overcharge Ohio con­ 
sumers by some $50 million to $75 
million.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - “Any car 
operating without an Ohio 1975 license 
tag validation sticker after midnight 
May 31 is in violation of the law,” the 
Ohio Highway Safety Department has 
warned. 
Highway Safety Director Donald 
Cook said police and Highway Patrol 
officers would begin ticketing un­ 
tagged motor vehicles June I. 
Under a new staggered system this 
year, drivers with last name initials 
from “A” to “K” were to have applied 
for stickers in April and those with ini­ 
tials “L” to “Z” were designated for 
May. 
Because of confusion over the new 
law and an obvious enforcement 
problem, 
the 
Highway 
Safety 
Department decided in late April to 
extend the deadline for all motorists to 
May 31. 
“The grace period is drawing to a 
close,” Cook said, “and the Highway 
Patrol will arrest any motorists within 
its jurisdiction who does not display a 
1975 validation sticker after the dead­ 
line.” 
In past years everyone was given the 
same 30-day period in which to obtain 
new tags. 
The staggered procedure will be 
used again next year, the Highway 
Safety Department said. 
Motor Vehicles Registrar Curtis 
Andrews said the maximum fine for 
failing to display a new sticker is $25. 
In many areas, he said, improperly 
registered vehicles are impounded 
until licenses are renewed.

My wife put $20 in the slot machines 
and returned to our room with a black 
hand. The casino is 420 feet long, 150 
wide. Jim Mahoney wanted to bet me 
8-to-5 I wouldn’t find Kelly in a half­ 
hour. I refused. Poor odds. 
It seems strange to state, that in a 
town this small, there are more big- 
name stars than in Hollywood. The 
shows are as lavish as anything I 
rem ember from the days of Ziegfeld, 
George White or Earl Carroll.

stages 
are 
broader, 
the 
choreography impressive, and each 
hotel puts on rows and rows of dancing 
girls in highly expensive costumes. 
Which leads to a new thought — Vegas 
makes its money on gambling, but it 
spends it on entertainment. 
A dozen years ago, Ben Blue was 
playing in a lounge — not a theater — 
and he told me he was getting $14,000 a 
week.

NEW YORK (AP) - You would 
probably have more peace of mind if 
you didn’t look for the answers today, 
at least the answers to the economic 
puzzle that confuses us daily. 
While the explanations to economic 
phenomena never are clear, they 
usually are a bit less murky than they 
are now. It may be the problems them­ 
selves that defy explanation; it may be 
the timing only. 
That is, most economists are agreed 
on one thing: We are now approaching 
the period when the recession is losing 
its downward momentum but we are 
not yet in an upturn, and probably 
won’t be for a few months more. 
That leaves a situation in which one 
economist after another is issuing 
statements that “the consumer soon 
will be in a buying mood,” or “the 
worst is over for the auto slump,” or 
“stock buyers more confident now.” 
But those are forecasts, and they 
don’t necessarily jibe with the facts. 
The future is confused with the 
present. 
General Motors forecasts returning 
health for automotive sales, but so far 
the sales statistics don’t buttress that 
faith. Ford and Chrysler don’t share it. 
Neither do some nervous Wall Street 
analysts. 
There are some fears among the 
latter that GM could overproduce 
again, resulting in rising inventories 
and, most disheartening of all, a 
renewal of shutdowns and layoffs. 
The answer, of course, lies off in the 
future, which helps not a bit to relieve 
the tensions of today. In the transition 
period between a shrinking economy 
and an expanding economy there lie 
many mysteries, and few answers. 
Also somewhat mystifying to most 
people, it seems safe to say, is the 
rationale of an oil import tariff of an 
additional $1 a barrel, as imposed by 
President Ford. The intent is to reduce 
U.S. reliance on foreign energy. 
While th at m uch seem s clear 
enough, the confusion comes when you 
realize that the tariff isn’t projected to 
reduce American reliance on imports, 
except in a relative sense. Actual im­ 
ports are expected to continue to rise. 
The impact of the tariff, it seems, 
will be to reduce the rate of increase. 
But it now appears that unless new 
sources of energy are developed the 
United States m ight alw ays be 
somewhat reliant on foreign sources. 
An area of confusion that affects 
millions of Americans very directly 
lies in the housing category of the 
economy. 
Despite 
rebates 
and 
predictions, private and govern­ 
mental, housing remains stuck in the 
mud. 
Instead of rushing out to get mort­ 
gages, many potential home buyers 
seem content to continue what they 
have been doing for the past year or 
so; that is, they build their bank ac­ 
counts and pay off their debts. 
In a transitional economy, it seems, 
people don’t let go of their foothold 
until they can reach out and grab the 
future. For the moment, it seems to be 
just beyond their reach.

Why are infections around the nose 
and upper lip considered particulrly 
dangerous? Our doctor is always so 
concerned when any of us has an in­ 
fection in that area. 
Mrs. H. Z.,Ohio 


Dear Mrs. Z.: 
Concern about infections anywhere 
in the body is based on the fact that 
germs may invade the blood stream 
and set up housekeeping in some 
distant part of the body. 
The body defenses against infection 
are remarkable. When a signal is sent 
out that an infection has set in, more 
blood is brought to the area to bring the 
white blood cells to surround and 
destroy the germs. 


The pus that is formed is an index of 
how good the body defenses are. Pus is 
a 
mixture 
of 
dead 
germs 
and 
exhausted white blood cells that have 
accomplished their purpose. 
The reason that infections areound 
the lips and the nose are worrisome is 
that any spread from this area may 
threaten the deep tissues in the neck 
and even the brain. 
Fortunately, the active use of an­ 


tibiotics minimizes the danger of 
septicemia, or blood poisoning, that 
occurs when germs enter the blood. 
A simple warning is important. No 
pimple should ever be squeezed. This 
only increases the danger of pushing 
germs into the blood stream. 


I had a “shoulder separation” when 
I was a young boy. I’ve always been 
curious about what this means.

Dear Mr. O.: 
A “shoulder separation” is a tear of 
the ligaments and the muscles that 
attach the collar bone (clavicle) to the 
shoulder blade (scapula). 
Unless this paintful injury is treated 
with splints and rest, permanent 
limitation of motion of the shoulder 
can occur. 
The degree of separation, partial or 
complete, determines the need for 
other forms of treatm ent. Sometimes, 
surgery is necessary to remove bone 
chips and to realign the ligaments. 
Such injuries must not be casually 
treated 
for there is always 
the 
possibility that with neglect, limitation 
of motion and disability may result.

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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A bill

Coloring 
Books Bad 
For Tots? 


GAINESVILLE, Fla. (AP) - If 
parents want their children to be 
creative, they shouldn’t give them 
coloring books, says one art expert. 
“The child needs to develop an in­ 
dividual approach to reality through 
his a rt,” says Dr. Merle Flannery of 
the University of Florida’s College of 
Education. “A coloring book suggests 
that there is a mold he has to fit into.” 
She suggests giving a child a blank 
piece of paper and crayons, instead of 
formalized coloring books with objects 
to be filled in. 
“Ifs much better for the child to find 
out 
for himself 
what his visual 
representation of life is,” Dr. Flannery 
says. “A parent would not ask a 3-year- 
old to speak ” 
She also advises parents not to pass 
judgment on the child’s primitive art. 
“ Once I gave a 3-year-old paper and 
a crayon,” she says. “The child had 
never drawn 
before, 
so he was 
cautious at first. But then he en­ 
thusiastically started drawing lines 
and circles all over the place. He was 
really having a good time. 
“ Immediately, the mother stopped 
the child, saying ‘Don’t mess up the 
paper. Draw a bunny.’ The little boy 
sat there bewildered, because to him 
that bunny didn’t mean as much as his 
scribbles.” 
Dr. Flannery said parents often 
force a child to advance too quickly 
artistically, when they expect normal 
development in other areas. 
“A child babbles before he talks, 
crawls before he walks and scribbles 
before he draws,” she says. 
“I guess the parents think there 
must be something wrong with the 
child if he doesn’t draw reality as they 
see it. Actually, he is just developing 
his concept of reality, so rushing him 
at this point will only turn him against 
a rt.” 


Bowers, D-98 Steubenville, who said it 
conforms state law to new federal 
legislation. 
He said the bill also will help fight 
the energy shortage by allowing trucks 
to haul more freight on fewer gallons. 
But his position was attacked by 
Ranking, who said Congress adopted 
the higher weight limits only through a 
quirk in parliamentary procedure and 
now is attempting to repeal the higher 
limits. 
Rankin said the weight limits were 
quietly tacked onto the Federal Aid 
Highways Act in the closing days of the 
last Congress. 
Congressmen had to pass the high­ 
way act, Rankin said, but could not 
remove the truck rider, so it also 
became law. He said another bill to 
repeal the increased weights was in­ 
troduced a month later. 
“Ohio motorists will be faced with 
the possibility of 40-ton monsters 
grinding down the highways,” Rankin 
said. “Drivers are already afraid of 
the existing size of trucks.” 
The bill increases allowable length 
of the semi-trailer trucks from 55 to 60 
feet and maximum gross weight from 
78.000 pounds to 80,000 pounds. 
It raises maximum axle load from 
19.000 pounds to 20,000 pounds and 
increases the maximum tandem axle 
load from 32,000 pounds to 34,000 
pounds. 
The bill; if passed by the Senate, 
would take affect 90 days after being 
signed by the governor. 


Auto Tag 
Hike Pushed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — An Akron 
lawmaker has introduced a bill that 
would add a surtax, based on weight 
and value, to the present $10 auto 
registration fee. 
The proposed tax is intended as a 
deterrent to the purchase of “gas- 
guzzling cars,” he said. 
The surtax on a car weighing more 
than 3,500 pounds would amount to I Vi 
per cent of its original cost, throughout 
the life of the car. 
Cars weighing 3,500 pounds or less 
would be subject to the same IV4 per 
cent tax, but the tax would decrease 
annually, until in the ninth year it 
would be applied to only IO per cent of 
the car’s base value. 
“The major purpose of the bill,” said 
Rep. Pete Crossland, D-42 Akron, “is 
to make those who buy gas-guzzling 
cars actually pay for their use. 
“The big car is a notorious waste of 
gasoline, and in these times of serious 
energy problems the state must take 
responsibility 
for 
m ore 
closely 
monitoring the use of our energy 
resources.”

NEW YORK (A P) — After a year in 
prison, the slim, gentlemannered 
founder of a peasantstyle religion is 
back on “ The Farm ,” overseeing his 
flock of 800 young men, women and 
children. 
“ We’re not rejecting the world and 
people, but we do reject a lot of modem 
cultural assumptions,” says Stephen 
Gaskin, 40. head of the unusual rural 
community in mid-Tennessee, con­ 
sisting mostly of city youths turned 
rustic. 
“ In the city, people get stacked up 
too much and certain destructive ef­ 
fects come into play, just as when too 
many rats are together, they begin to 
eat each other,” he says. 
Clad in denim and hand-made cot­ 
tons, 15 of the long-haired group were 
in New York City recently as part of a 
promotional tour in their live-in scenic 
bus, along with their bearded spiritual 
mentor. 
He serv ed a Tennessee prison term 
because of marijuana being grown on 
their farm, and was released last Jan. 
29. 
The group regards use 
of 
marijuana as a “ sacram ent” to 
heighten conscience. 
“ I can’t say anything about that 
now,” Gaskin said in an interview.

# violence. 
“ We notice that children who don’t 
come from ‘The Farm ' are more 
violent,” said Mildred Tassone, 28, a 
New York-reared married mother in 
the group. “ We hope our own children, 
when they grow up, don’t cut their hair 
and go over to the straight world.” 
Called simply “ The Farm ,” the 
group was started in 1971 by Gaskin 
and some followers from San Fran­ 
cisco, then numbering 250. The 
number since has grown to 800 on 1,750 
acres of land three miles from Sum­ 
mertown, Tenn. 
About 400 additional members live at 
14 branch farms in other states. The 
group is one of many sequestered, 
individually led religious groups that 
have developed among youths in the 
country. 
It puts out a magazine called “ Hey 
Beatnik!” runs its own school for 
children, has midwives to deliver 
babies. “ The Farm ” includes teams of 
carpenters, mechanics, plumbers, 
electricians as well as farmers. 
They’ve put up a dozen buildings, 
including houses, a school, laundry, 
flour mill, printshop, canning facility 
and meeting hall. 
“ Any time there’s trouble, they call 
on me,” says Gaskin, who claims a 
special insight into reality, both 
natural and technological. “ Most of 
the time, I can figure it out.” 
Gaskin, a one-time San Francisco 
State University teacher of creative 
writing, said he grew up with no 
religious background. He defined his 
group’s beliefs as “ experentially 


based religion, dealing with the vibra­ 
tional and miraculous phenomena 
common to all mystical religions.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - Farmers 
are rapidly winding up planting their 
1975 com crop well ahead of schedule 
in a major step toward a record har­ 
vest of the important food-producing 
grain next fall. 
By May 25, about 90 per cent of this 
year’s intended com acreage had been 
planted, according to Agriculture 
Department officials. I^ast year on the 
same date about 75 per cent was 
planted, and normal progress for May 
25 is 79 per cent. 
Although corn must grow and 
mature for the next five months, the 
progress made by farmers in planting 
the 1975 crop is in sharp contrast to 
problems the past two season when 
rain-swept fields delayed seedings, 
washed out fields and in general 
reduced yields. 
The departm ent, in a weekly 
weather report summary released 
Wednesday, said com planting in the 
important north central area was 91 
per cent completed by May 25, far 
ahead of last year. 
“Planting was virtually complete in 
Iowa; 96 per cent finished in Illinois; 95 
per cent in Ohio; and 90 per cent in In­ 
diana, Kansas and Nebraska,” the 
report said. 
“All states in this region were ahead 
of both the 1974 level and the average 
except in Nebraska where planting 
was 95 per cent complete in 1974.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — “If I’ve 
gotten an over-all impression of the 
music of the colonial period,” Gillian 
Anderson said, “it is that satire was 
extremely important.” 
Ms. Anderson is a 31-year-old 
Washington musicologist who has done 
perhaps more research than any other 
person on the music of 18th century 
America. 
With the aid of a $20,000, twoyear 
grant from the National Endowment 


for the Humanities, she compiled a 
1,000-page manuscript, listing 1,455 
lyrics of all the political and patriotic 
songs published in colonial news­ 
papers in the period 1773-1783. 


“These lyrics have usually been 
treated as literature,” she said in an 
interview. “Often the satire is in the 
music, so if you study just the lyrics 
you miss the musical joke. 
‘It has been a fantastic experience, 
which most scholars don’t experience 
— the ability to hear it performed, not 
just studied.” 


So that she and others could hear the 
music as well as the lyrics, Ms. 
Anderson organized the Colonial 
Singers and Players several years ago. 
It is comprised of 20 amateurs and IO 
professionals who have appeared at

(Q.) When must a taxpayer file a gift 
tax return? 
(A.) A gift tax return must be filed 
by a donor if the gifts to any donee total 
more than $3,000, or if there is a gift of 
a future interest during the calendar 
year. The gift tax return must be filed 
on or before the 15th day of the second 
month following the close of the 
calendar quarter in which the gift is 
made. Any gift to 
a charitable 
organization must be reported on a 
return for the fourth calendar quarter, 
or on an earlier quarterly return, if one 
is required for a non-charitable gift. 
For further information, consult IRS 
Publication 592, “The Federal Gift 
Tax.” It will be available soon in most 
IRS offices and it is free. 
(Q.) If my tax return is audited, 
what rights of appeal do I have? 
(A.) If your return is examined in an 
IRS office and you don’t agree with 
the proposed changes, you may 
request an immediate meeting with a 
supervisor. If agreement is not 
reached at this meeting, or the audit 
was not in an IRS office, you can take 
your case to, an IRS District Con­ 
ference. If no agreement is reached 
there, your next level of appeal is with 
the IRS regional Appellate Division. If 
this appeal is not satisfactory, you can 
take your case to the United States Tax 
Court. However, you can pay the tax 
and file a claim for a refund, which if 
disallowed permits you to take your 
case to the U.S. Court of Claims or the 
U.S. District Court. These courts are 
independent judicial bodies and have 
no connection with the IRS. Your final 
appeal may reach the U.S. Supreme 
Court. At any stage of the IRS appeal 
procedure, you can agree with the 
changes in your return and pay your 
tax, or you can file a petition with the 
Tax Court, or pay your tax and file a 
claim for refund. For detailed in­ 
formation on this subject, consult IRS 
Publication 556, “Audit of Returns, 
Appeal 
Rights and 
Claims for 
Refund.” It’s available free from most 
IRS offices. 
(Q.) According to the provisions of a 


lease I provide, the tenant to whom I 
rent an apartment must pay me a 
certain amount for cancelling his 
lease.

song. Ms. Anderson says there were at 
least five variations of the music, and 
innumerable lyrics, some of which 
were written after the surrender of the 
British at Yorktown. 
Ms. Anderson’s study covers both 
secular and sacred music of colonial 
America in the 18th century — dance,

stage, 
religious, 
military and others. 
She said that music of the period 
tended to be highly localized, both as to 
geography and church denomination. 
While the Moravians were highly 
skilled in religious music, for example, 
they did not have much influence in 
other fields, she said. 
The dissident religions, which later 
became the Presbyterians and the 
Congregationalists, did much to ad­ 
vance musical culture, she said, but 
perhaps the French Roman Catholic 
missionaries were premier, teaching 
sophisticated music to the Indians. 
Ms. Anderson is a bit less entranced 
by the music itself. 
“It has a very sweet sound; an awful 
lot of it has a very sweet sound,” she 
said. “English music of the period, 
even Handel, used a lot of thirds and 
sixths. That is a generalization that 
could be knocked down. 
“But when I’ve been practicing or 
performing it for a long period, it gets 
to be cloying, and I just want to hear 
some noise like the sound of a dentist’s 
drill, or some dissonance.”

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP)— Cin­ 
cinnati’s first black mayor isn’t taking 
back his criticism of police but urged 
both sides in the developing con­ 
troversy to “cool it.” 
Mayor Theodore M. Berry supported 
a decision Thursday of Cincinnati City 
Council to allow no speakers when 
some 600 blacks attended the counsel 
session in his support. 
“I>et us determine we’re going to 
cool it,” Berry told the cheering group 
made up of various black civic and 
neighborhood groups. 
Council, how ever, said it would 
receive written statements. 
Berry said he did make “an un­ 
fortunate analogy” in comparing 
police patrols in black communities to 
the British troops prior to the Boston 
massacre. He said the parallel was 
wrong. 
However, Berry said he stands with 
his remarks that City Hall has no 
control over the police and that police 
always are absolved of blame in any 
complaint filed by the public. 
He made the remarks during a 
meeting a City Hall with black activist 
James Hardy and a group called 
“Solving Black Problems Now.” 
The remarks were met with a 
barrage from opposition Republicans 
and I^odge 69 of the Fraternal Order of 
Police that Berry both apologize and 
resign. 


Grocer Faces 
Fraud Claims 


TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) - Walter 
Heck Jr., a Tiffin grocery store owner, 
is scheduled to appear in federal court 
here June 6 on mail fraud charges in 
an alleged scheme involving the im­ 
proper redemption of $500,000 in food 
coupons. 
Asst. U.S. Dist. Atty. Patrick Foley 
said Fleck, who owns three food stores 
in Tiffin, one in Bradner and a fifth in 
Attica, also is accused in an alleged 
checkwriting scheme that resulted in 
losses of $200,000 by a Tiffin bank.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - New 
procedural guidelines for suspending 
and expelling public school students 
were approved 67-25 by the Ohio House* 
on Wednesday.

Phosphors 'Tell On' 
Polluted Air 
TOWANDA, Pa. (AP) — Tiny specks 
of 
red, 
yellow, 
blue and 
green 
phosphors, produced here by GTE 
Sylvania Inc. and invisible to the 
naked eye, are helping California 
scientists accurately trace patterns of 
industrial 
and 
automotive 
air 
pollution. 
Concentrating in the Los Angeles 
area, scientists recently discovered 
that 
polluted 
air 
can 
affect 
municipalities up to 60 miles away. In 
a pollution simulation test, the non­ 
toxic phosphor particles were released 
simultaneously from four locations at 
smokestack and ground levels. After 
being borne aloft by wind currents, 
fallout patterns were determined by up 
to 80 monitoring stations. Since the 
phosphor particles have a precise 
grain size and color and do not exist 
naturally in nature, they can be 
readily identified under a microscope. 
Preliminary tests have indicated 
that stationary sources might be 
responsible for a higher percentage of 
air pollution than is generally realized.
